The degree was awarded 
by action of the trustees of Davis 
and Elkins College, which had 
originally planned the conferring 
of the degree for the 1963 Com- 
mencement.

Dr. McKee, a graduate of Davis 
and Elkins and West Virginia Uroir 
versity, had devoted his life to 
educational work in the state. He 
held positions as instructor, school 
principal, junior high school prin- 
cipal, elementary and high school 
supervisor, as well as college in- 
structor and dean.

An army veteran, he served 
from 1953 to 1955 'being stationed 
in Germany. After discharge 
he became assistant director of 
the West Virginia League of 
Municipalities and research as- 
sistant for the Bureau of Gov- 
ernment Research at WVU.

Con- 
tractor Ray C. Ooftaan has prom- 
ised completion of improvements 
on or before Feb. 1, after which 
the temporary quarters will revert 
to use again as a semmiar room.
